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THE SIORY 
Tfcat a Philadelphia Reporter Heard Re­ 
cently. 
“ Little Italy,” as Carpenter street is 
called, owinp to it beine the chosen retreat 
of the poor Italian emigrants to this city, 
says the Pniladelphia Press, is rapidly 
growing in population. Philadelphia al­ 
ways receives her share of the subjects of 
King Umbelto, and, although they find it 
difficult to reconcile themselves to incon­ 
gruous surroundings, they soon become 
familiar with American ways. A walk 
through Carpenter street is a peculiar ex­ 
perience. But for the occasional glimpse 
of a blue-coated guardian of the peace and 
the horse cars which cross the squares 
every few minutes, yon might fancy your- 
felf in a hack street iu Rome. The soft 
gutteral cf the Tuscan mrngles with the 
ahxill pat< isof the Florentine; the Neopol- 
iian girl in her picturesque attire is playing 
with the baby of the hard-featured peasant 
woman from Turin ; bright little urchins, 
whose roving dark eyes, crisp curly locks, 
and gamin ways bespeak their intimacy 
with the gutters of the Eternal City, stare 
impudently at passing ttraugers from the 
sidewalk, and beg for cents with a perse­ 
verance that cannot be resisted. Around 
aud about in the air is the miugled odor of 
strong cheese, m .crroni, garlic and dirt, 
atwass so perceptible in an Italian slum. 
Early in the morning almost the entire 
male and a fair portion of the female in­ 
habitants of Carpenter street depart from 
their homes for tlie day in search of their 
daily subsistence. Many of the men arc 
knife grinders, and on their backs they 
carry the necessary wheel and grindstone 
and a email tin pot of smoldering charcoal. 
Some are peanut or fruit peddlers, and 
push their Btores in front of them on a 
handbarrow. Of the rest, some are tnusi- 
c ana—a man with a harp and a boy with 
a violin ; others are shoe-blacks cr dock 
laborers, and a few organ grinders ar.d 
nionwñy ieadeis. As for the g»ris they ac­ 
company their fathers or brothers and help 
Leg, and many a cent is diawu from re­ 
luctant pockets by the bright smile on their 
lips aud the arch look iu their eyes. 
Newspaper men being naturally ubiqui. 
tious, it is not surprising that oils of them 
happened to be in Carpenter strett re­ 
cently. He was in search of a padrone, 
who is called by the men and women to 
whom he 1 >ans handbarrows, organa, musi­ 
cal instruments, knife grinders’ outfits, 
etc , by tho illustrious name of Garibaldi, 
and he resides iu ouc of the least ddapi- 
dated tenement honstB in “ Little Italy.” 
Mounting a tiighc of rickety stairs, the 
reporter knocked at a door ou the third 
tlfior, aud the next moment found himself 
in the presence of a w iry-lookiug man w ith 
; now-white hair. Ou m* ntioning his desire 
to be acquainted with the distinguished 
foreigner who boro the same name as the 
liberator of Italy, the visitor’s overtures 
were received with courtesy, the old man 
being evidently surprised and pleased at 
meeting an American w ho could speak the 
Italian languige. The room was furnished 
with a bed and a few other pieces of worn 
furniture, and on the wails were litho­ 
graphic portraits of General Garibaldi and 
King Victor Emanuel. Between the two 
windows the space was occupied in a man­ 
ner which at once attracted the reporter’s 
curious attention. There was a full-length 
portrait, in oil, of a man of imperious de­ 
meanor, clad in the uniform of an Italian 
officer, the front of the tunic covered with 
ordtis. In the canvas, through that portion 
of the tunic which would cover the heart of a 
real personage, a dagger was driven up to the 
hilt, and above tho picture was a placard on 
which was daubed iu large red letters “ To 
the eternal damnation of Francis II., ex­ 
tyrant of Naples.” Tho rest of the wall 
was covered with rats’ skin, and in a cage 
near the wimlow was a large, live i at, who 
appeared iu an emaciated aud feeble condi­ 
tion. Over the chimney-piece was a ruEty 
sword and a copy of the proclamation of 
the annexation of the Kingdom of Italy. 
In regard to the proprietor of this singu­ 
larly furnished apartment, he did not ap­ 
pear to be more than sixty years of age. 
His white hair was evidently a freak of na­ 
ture, which the sequel of this narrative 
will show to be the fact. A red Bbirt, a 
knotted hankerchief round his neck, a 
ragged pair of trousers and boots with 
rusty spurs complete the man’s attire, a 
costume which doubtless earned him the 
title he received from his compatriots. A 
few questions and a little persuasion, and 
“ Garibaldi ” gave a thriiung explanation 
of the reason a dagger transfixed the por­ 
trait of King Francis and why rats’ skins 
adorned the wails of the apartment. 
“ In my youth,” began the Italian, “ I 
was tilled with the dreams of liberty and 
United Italy. I was born in Naples of 
peasant parentage, and taught to cringe 
and crouch at the feet of priests aud 
nobles. My soul revolted at the abase­ 
ment of my body, and with niy.manhood I 
j »iucd the Society of the Carbonari. tfrC 
mighty secret Order whose mission is to 
tread on the necks of tyrants and op­ 
pressors of the people. For twenty years 
I blindly obeyed tho behests of my 
superiors. Sometimes I was instructed 
to obtain the position of body ser­ 
vant to a Minister of State, cr a great 
noble, or a bishop, so that I could steal 
their correspondence and listen to their 
secrets ; but my geueral employment was 
to mix with my feilow-peasants and talk 
to them of freedom. I had no difficulty ir 
finding situations, for the Carbonari are of 
ail ranks of life, and the nobles who be­ 
longed to the Order would recommend him 
1 as a faithful fellow ’ to the exalted per­ 
sonages whose actions were to be watched. 
At last the savior of Italy, the great, the 
noble Garibaldi, tore Sicily from the grasp 
of our tyrant, Francis, and we knew the 
time would soon arrive when Naples also 
would be united to Italy and our brutal 
monarch dethroned. I was instructed to 
take the position of valet to the King, and 
on recommendation of the Grand Chamber, 
lam, a brother of our Order, I was ap­ 
pointed. I at once took my quarters iu 
the palace and began my duties. 
“ I will not tell you how bitterly I hated 
the KiDg when I became the constant wit­ 
ness of his cruelties. While I was dressing 
his hair of a morning I always heard 
the report of the chief of the spies, who 
had the first audience, and I watched the 
tyrant sign the many orders for the ar­ 
rest and torture of tne nufartunates whose 
only crime was patriotism. One day there 
was to be an important secret council be­ 
tween the King, the Secretary of State 
and a clergyman. I was instructed to ob­ 
tain information, and with that object suc­ 
ceeded in hiding myself unobserved behind 
the hangings of the King’s cabinet. The 
council begau, and I was soon the posee.-sor 
of state matters which would be of im­ 
mense value to the Liberal party. I was 
congratulating myself on the service I 
should be able to render my order, when 
an irresistible inclination cime over me to 
sneez). I resisted to my utmost, but at 
last could restrain myself no longer, and a 
loud ‘ah-cbee’ betrayed my presence be­ 
hind tbe curtains. The minister dragged 
me forward in front of the King. For a 
few minutes nobody spoke ; finally the 
King said : 
‘ He appears to like cor­ 
ners of the wall ; can we not find 
him a little niche for his special accom 
modation?’ The clergyman smiled, the 
minister nodded and the King touched a 
hand-beil. Two soldiers appeared. The 
minister wrote a few words, handed it to 
one of tho guards, and I was led away to a 
cell beneath the foundations, where I re­ 
mained in darkness for several honra, an­ 
ticipating a summons to the torture cham­ 
ber. The door of my dungeon was opened. 
Men entered, who tied my hands, placed 
a gag in my month and a bandage round 
my eyes. I was led to a carriage and 
driven some distance with a guard by my 
side. After driving for about balf an hour 
the carriage stopped, and with a guard at 
each arm I entered a house. I could not 
see what sort of house, for my eyes were 
still bandaged. After traveling what ap­ 
peared to be several tortuous passages we 
began to descend steps, and I presumed I 
was being led to a deep dungeon. We 
halted and the bandage was removed from 
my eyes, and I found myself in a damp 
briok cellar with an arched roof, evidently 
the foundation vault of a building. In one 
corner was a deep niche, and a man was 
engaged with bricks and mortar bnilding a 
wall which wonld close up the niche from 
view. My guards were an cfficsr and six 
soldiers. 
“ * Prisoner.’ said the officer, 4 his Ma­ 
jesty, being aware of your fondness for re- 
tiremrct, herewith presents you with a 
portion of the wall of one of the royal 
prisons, and has specially engaged this 
good mason to brick it up cosily for your 
occupation. Allow me to escort yoa to 
your property.’ He then signed to the 
soldiers, who lifted me over the low layer 
of bricks, and, behold ! I was in possession 
of the King’s gift! A loaf of bread and a 
bottle of wine were handed to me. I real­ 
ized my position ; I was to be bricked up 
in the wall and left to die of slow starva­ 
tion. I did not fear death ; but a death 
so horrible appalled me. I begged the boI- 
diers to shoot me ; they only jeered at my 
entreaties. Suddenly a peculiar look in 
the eye* of the mason, who was slowly 


bnilding the wall which was to inclose me. 
attracted my attention, and he gave me one 
of the signs which denoted he belonged to 
the Carbonari. Hope began to flicker in 
my heart, bat the mason made no further 
sigD, and the wall rose higher and higher 
to my waist, to my chiD, to my eyes. 
I watched every movement of the 
mason 
with 
feverish 
attention. 
At last only three more bricks remaiued to 
complete my sepulcher. In laying one of 
them the mason, a9 if by accident, dropped 
a trowel full of mortar inside the niche. I 
stooped ; in the mortar was a clasped 
knife. 4 At least I caD kill myself,’ I mur­ 
mured, aB I pressed the knife with grati­ 
tude. The last brick was put in its place 
—I was buried in the wall. My niche was 
large enough to lie down in, so I ate some 
of my bread, drank half of the bottle of 
wine and fell iuto a troubled sleep. When 
I awoke I listened in the darkness, and 
heard the step of the soldier pacing up and 
down in the vauit outside. I began to feel 
in my pockets and found a box of matches. 
I lit one and inspected my grave. The 
back was also bricks. Where did it lead ? 
I placed my ear to tho wall and listened. 
1 fancied 1 heard a scampering sound like 
rats. 
4 If there be rats,’ I thought, 
4 there must be space somewhere,’ and 
with my knife I began to loosen the 
mortar round the bricks of the back wali. 
I’o my delight, the mortar crumbled easily, 
and I dislodged brick after brick. It 
was tedious work, however, and I made 
slow progress in the dark, for I did 
not like to use many of my matches; 
besides the burning of sulphur made the 
confined air of the niche still more unsup- 
portable. I soon found I wa3 burrowing 
through a wall entirely composed of bricks 
of a depth of two feet or more. At last, 
after working for two or three hour.», a cur­ 
rent of foal air iuto my face told me that I 
had pierced the wali. I worked eagerly to 
enlarge the opeDiug, presuming I was mak­ 
ing my way into a sewer, until the hole 
was large enough to pass my body. 
I 
threw a brick to sound the depth ; it struck 
at once, so I knew I nad not far to fall. J 
crept through backward, hung a moment 
by my hands and let myself fall in the 
darkness. I fell in the midst of a number 
of small moving bodies which scattered in 
every direction. I knew they were rats. I 
struck a match, and the light fell on a pyra­ 
mid of skulls and bones 
44 Good God, 
where was I 
I lit another match and 
layers of mouldy coffins met my view and 
myriads of rats running everywhere. Then 
I knew where I was. I had made my way 
into the catacombs beneath tbe city of 
Naples. My teeth chattered with horror. 
How was it possible for me ever to find my 
way through the tortuous labyrinths of 
this vast wilderness of the dead? 
“ The darkness was something frightful, 
and tho rats, grown bolder, were beginning 
to bite at my boots. 
In a few minutes 
they would surround me in myriads, over­ 
power me, and tear me to pieces. I atruok 
out right and left with my feet aud hands 
and hacked with my knife as I rushed for­ 
ward lighting matches, of which fortunate­ 
ly I had a good many, a3 a guide to my 
footsteps. Tne rats now made for me in 
earnest. They ran all over me and pressed 
aeainst me in hundreds. A dozen times I 
fell, but managed to rise to my feet again, 
killing scores of enemies, but being horri­ 
bly bitten in every portion of my body. 
Growing every moment more faint with 
loss of blood, deepair seized me, and 
I knew if I fell again I should 
not have the strength to rise. 
I drew 
out the remainder of my matches. Ia 
lighting them they all took fire together and 
fell in a blaze among the rats. This fright­ 
ened them from me for a few seconds, and 
at the same time I became aware of a turn­ 
ing in the vaults, at the end of which I saw 
a faint glimmer of light. I rushed toward 
it with the energy of sudden hope. It was 
a door, with a barred grill, leading doubt­ 
less to a ehurcb, for in Naples nearly all 
the chuichee have entrances to the cata­ 
combs. I kicked and hammered at the 
door as well as my wounded hands and feet 
would allow, aud, oh joy 1 I was greeted 
by a human voice, and a blancehd face ap­ 
peared at the grill. 4 For the love of God, 
let me out,’ I shrieked ; 4 I was left behind 
by accident when with a funeral party, and 
am nearly devoured by the rats.’ The key 
was turned and I staggered forward into 
the hands of a priest. 
44 Six months afterward I recovered con­ 
sciousness in one of the wards of the public 
hospital. I had been delirious all that time 
with brain fever, and the doctors did not 
suppose I would live. 
With returned 
reason came convalescence. I found by 
the remarks of physicians who attended 
me that tho story of having lost my way 
at a burial in the catacombs was believed, 
and I did not undeceive them. Before I 
was able to leave the hospital restored to 
health, Garibaldi was master of Naples and 
King FrAicis a fugitive. The horrible suf­ 
ferings I bad experienced had blancned my 
hair to iti present color, and had so aged 
my features that I had difficulty in estab­ 
lishing my identity to my relatives, who 
su£q>oscil I had been secretly assassinated 
by tb? King’s orders. I served with Gari­ 
baldi fur the remainder of his campaign in 
Italy, a t e n years later I rejoined the 
liberator when he took the field in the 
Franco-P-nsüian war. Eight years ago 1 
emigratai. with, my wife to America. His 
portrait (pointing to the picture of King 
Frarcisjj I kept vto remind me of my 
hatred. Every moi'ning I stab it to the 
heart. I he rats I cstch in this house, ut. 
my ueigb jora bring theiTíl^TieT' I starve 
them to c.eath like that one you see there. 
Then I si in them and piacc their hides on 
the wall* as >ou see. That is my story, 
Signor.”.*

MOROCCO, 
Morocco is a name that suggests nothing 
to many |ieople beyond the definition of the 
dictionary—44a kind of leather, prepared 
commonly from goat-skiu, and tanned with 
sumach ; fm t prepared by the Moors 
to 
most of us it has only tbe further interest 
of historical romance, from the glorious 
days of its Sultans and the desperate do­ 
ings of its pirates, whose ships ran out 
from Sallee and Tangier and struck terror 
into the sailors of England and other coun­ 
tries of Europe ; but it is probable that 
within a few years it will be dragged before 
our eyes in every newspaper, and become 
tho 
cynosure 
of 
English, 
French, 
Spanish, Italian, and German states­ 
men, 
like 
the 
other 
Mussulman 
countries—Turkey, Egypt, Tunis and Al­ 
geria. Already, indeed, its name ¡3 float­ 
ing about in the political atmosphere, and 
we do not know how soon its fertile but 
neglected soil may be trampled by the foot­ 
steps of European armies. England has a 
closer interest in this obscure aud rich but 
undeveloped empire tban in any other 
State on the southern 6hore of the Medi- 
teiraneas, Egypt perhaps excepted ; and 
our readers will therefore, perhaps, be in­ 
terested in the 44 China of the West ” and 
the 44 Irish of Islam,” the country of the 
tragic Othello ; the oountry e f one of By­ 
ron’s well-known characters, which drew 
from his too-often unworthy pen the glit­ 
tering lines :

They are cat 
away about three inches from the neck all 
around, and are usually worn with lace, or 
transparent, beaded sleeves, which reach 
to the gloves that quite cover the elbows, 
tan-colored mousquetaire gloves continuing 
still to be the bight of style. 
Cor a fashionable churoh wedding soon 
to take place is a very becoming and suit­ 
able toilet for a lady in 44 half ” mourning. 
The skirt is composed of black lace flowers 
over wnite lace. The bodice and panniers 
are made of black moire, the latter being 
very short, so that but little of the lace is 
hidden. En suite is a large black hat of 
fine English straw, faced with black vel­ 
vet, the sole trimming around the crown 
being a wreath of pure white azaleas. 
The ready-made light woolen costumes 
for autumn wear are'very attractive, both 
in quality and in price. Among these are 
pretty striped beiges, combined with a 
monochrome color, and plain beiges in 
colors of pale silver-gray, reseda, fawn 
color, terra cotta and ocean-blue, bright­ 
ened by ruchings which show a gleam of 
scarlet or old gold in their tacings. Skirts 
of plain woolen, with polonaises, habits and 
tunics of woolen Pekin, with satin strips in 
Oriental coloring, also compose very lady­ 
like costumes. 
Some of the newly-imported polonaises 
are made with open bodices, square or 
heart-shaped, or with a long V, the point 
teaching to the belt. 
The opening ia 
usually edged with a plaited ruching, or 
with embroidery or appliqne bands of 
beaded work. Underneath this opening ia 
worn a^plastron of velvet or chemisette of 
lace. The pannier-polonaise is still in high 
fashion, this model being in the shape of a 
pointed bodice with panniers applied by 
gaugings or flat plaits laid over the hips, 
A singular fashion is that of wearing 
officsr’s collars aud cuffs of red embroid­ 
ered with gold over walking jackets of 
cloth, surcot or stockinet. Bat few ladies 
will venture to adopt this masculine feature 
of dress, and those who do will have to 
exercise the greatest care in not overdoing 
the matter in the selection of these two 
very conspicuous colors, the darkest of red 
and the least gaudy of gold being the cor­ 
rect shades. These embroidered 44 sets ” 
have appeared mostly on coats of dark 
laurel-green cloth. 
New Parisian corsages show the fronts 
of the basque continued into long panels, 
which reach nearly to the foot of the under­ 
skirt. This is a favorite style at present.

pretended to bs in favor of radical changes 
in the transportation system. 
Neither 
will produce any change whatever. Neither 
will improve the existing conditions one 
iota. «Neither will benefit the people of 
California une jut or tittle. 
The Republi­ 
can party has adopted a specific platform 
on this subject. 
It Las pledged itself to 
the enactment of certain definite measures. 
It will not enact ODe of those measures. 
All its professions and protestations are 
false, fraudulent, hypocritical and delu­ 
sive. 
And what is mere, the candidates 
who stind upon the platform, from Kstee 
downwards, know perfectly well that the 
planks referred to are at once preposterous 
and imDracticabie, and that they were 
never intended for any other purpose than 
to deceive the credulous voterr. 
There is 
no choice between the parties on this issue 
however. 
The Democrats are to tne full 
as demagogical and dishonest as their op­ 
ponents. 
But wbat we propose to Bhow 
here is that the actual effect of all such 
fraudulent movements as this anti-rail- 
rosd movement is to put real reforms 
farther off, and to engage the people with 
shams and make-believes while the condi­ 
tions of which they complain remain un­ 
changed. 
It is very certain that there are evils in 
the railroad system which call for reme­ 
dies, but it is eijually certain that these 
evils will never be cured by such blind, 
foolish, ignorant and insincere movements 
as the present. 
Nur is this mere m at­ 
ter of conjecture. 
The crazy raid upon 
the railroads which the demagogues and 
political charlatans of California are mak­ 
ing in lSS2is but a clumsy imitation of the 
Granger movement of ten years ago. There 
are no mysteries about this kind of crusade. 
It is vs certain of failure as anything can 
be. 
It is not even new in this State. 
On 
the contrary, it is the third time a cam­ 
paign has been based upon the same ieeue, 
and fur the third time tha paop’e will be 
taught how little credit for common sense 
their politicians give them. 
And yet the 
diagnosis of the present fraud is very aim- 
pie and easy. 
The demagogues strive to 
make it appear that the more drastic and 
sweeping their “ regulation” propositions 
are, the moro certain they are to be effect­ 
ive. 
Now the very opposite of this is the 
truth. 
It is a perfectly safe assertion that 
the corporations laugh at the propositions 
of the Republican platform.

If the Central Pacific Railroad Company 
had the management of the present cam­ 
paign it could not have chosen a more thor­ 
oughly harmless issue to divert the public 
with than the “ cost of service” issue 
which the Republican party and Mr. Doyle 
have brought so conspicuously to the front. 
For this is as grotesque a fallacy in trans­ 
portation as the doctrine of fiat money is 
iu finance, and those who espouse it can 
never occupy a more respectable position 
intellectually than the Creenbackers do in 
politics. Now if the railroads were anxious 
to 
distract public attention from real 
abuses they could not have done better 
for themselves than their alleged enemies 
are doing for them. 
Fur these latter are 
working lustily to fix the public mind 
upon chimeras, while the points which 
really offer opportunity for practical im­ 
provement arc ignored. 
The result cf all 
this will be a complete waste of the ener­ 
gies expended in the present campaign. 
False issues, “ full of sound and fury, sig. 
“ nifying nothing,” will consume pub­

attention.

ticket is elected, the ensuing Legislature 
will do nothing. 
Even if it wore honest 
and in earnest it would fail, because it is 
committed to the impossible.

fold moré TofT. Rrkirnia than all the polit­ 
ical panderers that ever truckled slaviahly 
to a inob-prejudice. 
But if these creatures are mean and ser­ 
vile in the pursnit of tbeir selfish ends, 
they are equally mendacious and unreliable. 
They never bad any intention of* keeping 
faith with the people. 
On the contrary, 
they hoped to be able to strike a bargain 
with the railroad, and to secure the sup­ 
port of the corporation whilo making 
believe to fight it. Tbeir mistake consisted 
in their failure to realize that they pos­ 
sessed no leverage upon the railroad. They 
were not formidable in any sense. 
Taeir 
sham hostility could not frighten those 
who knew that their intelligence was too 
feeble to enable them to formulate a really 
effective attack. 
As it is they have fired 
in the air. 
All their wild denunciation of 
the contract system, and of the existing 
principles of adjusting freight charges, and 
so forth, and so on, are mere theatrical 
thunder. 
There is literally nothing in 
them. 
No Legislature will or can frame 
laws to carry these ridiculous propositions 
into effect. 
And even if a Legislature 
were found silly enough to waste its time 
iu such puerilities, the Courts would at 
ouce brush away the unconstitutional en­ 
actments. 
There is nothing real or serious 
about such attacks. 
They deceive only 
one element, and that is the people. Tney 
enable rogues to get into office, and that is 
the end of the agitation. 
Of course popular gullibility encourages 
such political frauds.

hard to disillusionize that, as in the field 
of medicine, -every impudent qnack is 
tem pted to try his band at cheating them.

Mr. Doyle has in his career presented a 
very curions and 
anomalous spectacle. 
W hen he was a Railroad Commissioner he 
wrote reports showing th at the attempts to 
“ regulate ” the railroads which average 
legislators made, were crude and ill-con­ 
sidered, and unjust. 
No man at that time 
saw more clearly the fallacy of the “ coat 
“ of service ” theoiy. 
No man could em­ 
ploy more vigorous language in condemna­ 
tion of the “ cinching” legislation pro­ 
posed by demagogues. 
In one paragraph 
of bis report be described this kind of law 
as tyrannical, unjust, impracticable and 
retrogressive. 
But having ceased to be a 
Railroad Commissioner, Mr. 
Doyle has 
abandoned all his conservative positions, 
and at present attitudinizes as fn c cham­ 
pion bully and “ bulldozer ” of our rail­ 
roads. 
He has himself “ suffered a tea 
“ change” into an advocate of the very 
policy which he formerly contemned as bar­ 
barous and media-val.

ticable “ cost of service ” doctrine. 
He 
out-Heruds Herod in his assumption of 
comprehensive popular rights over corpo­ 
rations.

edies all partake of that unmistakable 
stump flavor which marks his literary ef­ 
forts generally. 
In fact he has practically 
dropped the lawyer, and come forward in 
the costume of an Indian rachem, armed 
with a clnb. 
He professes to be tired of 
litigation, wh'ch, interpreted, means that 
he is tired of allowing anything like equal 
rights to corporations. 
He therefore pro­ 
poses that the law of mandamus shall be 
expanded so as toadm itof wider application, 
and that it shall be applied to the railroais 
promptly whenever or if ever they decline 
to be plundered, quietly by the Railroad 
Commissioners. 
He further proposes that 
whenever a “ cinching ” law against them 
is enacted, and thiy appeal to the Courts, 
they shall be comp-lled to obey the utyutt 
and probably unconstitutional law, pending 
the appeal. And as a final means of bring­ 
ing them to terms he recommends the for­ 
feiture of their charters, and suggests that 
the Legislature and people can be induced 
to insist upen such forfeiture by providing 
for the confiscation of all their lands upon 
such dissolution. 
We do not see why Mr. 
Doyle should have Btopped at this point. 
We do not see why he shonld not have 
gone on to show how popular such forfeit­ 
ure could he made by providing for the 
coufiscatim and distribution of all the 
personal and real property of the railroad 
owners. 
It is perhaps kind of him to have 
stopped short of this, but in principle he 
has gone the whole way. 
And yet we are 
not sorry to sec such outrageous proposi­ 
tions advanced, for they tend to produce a 
reaction, and to convince sane minds that 
the reckless, malignant invasion of prop­ 
erty rights now being advocated by dema­ 
gogues and place-hunters involves a menace 
to all property, and strikes at the founda­ 
tions of society. 
But what an interesting 
study would be a detailed account of Mr. 
Doyle’s conversion from Conservatism to 
Communism.

THE 
TARIFF 
IN 
IüWA. 


The Iowa farmers havo for some time 
been growing restive under 
the exac­ 
tions of the tariff. 
The principles of polit­ 
ical economy have made a good deal of 
progress in that State, thanks to the en­ 
lightenment of the principal 
journals. 
\Y hen the Tariff Commission sat at Des 
Moines, therefore, there were not wanting 
vigorous opponents of the policy which 
that body has been packed to protect. 
Henry P. Pkilpot of Das Moines read an 
argument for free trade. 
He showed by 
statistics what enormous taxes are levied 
upon the W estern producers by the Pro­ 
tective system. He showed that they paid 
§24 for a §10 carpet, §17 for a §10 dress, 
and §1 for ten pounds of sugar, when they 
ought to get sixteen pounds for the money.

That was 
a center shot, for that ia the essential 
principle of Protection. 
It is a system un­ 
der which the majority are made to pay a 
small minority for engaging 
in losing 
businesses. 
That is the correct and true 
characterization of the scheme, and it ia the 
most monstrous folly and injustice that 
was demonstrated, by its existence, the 
invalidity of the popular claims to in­ 
telligence and common sense. 
The pro­ 
ducers, however, are being educated on 
this subject, and it will not be long before 
they insist on having something to say 
about it at \ \ ashington. Iowa and Illinois 
are leading the way, and the whole W est 
will follow in due time.

The San Francisco Examiner yesterday 
published an article on Hon. Henry Edger- 
ton, in the course of which it quoted, ss 
part of one of his speeches, aa attack upuu 
naturalized citizens and the naturalization 
laws. 
We now inform the Examiner that 
Mr. Edgerton was not the author of the 
extract attributed to him. 
The facts of 
the original publication of that extract are 
as follows : In August, 1873, a citizen of 
Sacramento brought to the management of 
the Record of this city an extract pasted 
into a scrap-book which had been the prop­ 
erty of James Coffroth. 
The extract was 
indorsed “ Edgerton,” and in a handwrit­ 
ing which was declared to be Cuffroth’s 
by many persons. Tbe Record consequently 
published the extract, supposing it to be 
what it appeared. 
Mr. Edgerton promptly- 
denied tbe authorship. 
A starching in­ 
quiry followed, and it was finally discov­ 
ered that the person who first took the ex­ 
tract to the Record had written EJgerton’s 
name against it himself. 
The actual au 
thor of the extiact was Charlee E. Pickett 
commonly called “ Philosopher” Pickett 
Mr. Edgerton never held or uttered any 
such sentiments in his life. 
The Record 
frankly acknowledged its error, in its 
issue of August 28, 1873, and that ought 
to have ended the matter. 
W here the E x 
aminer got this false article from we do 
not know, bnt inasmuch as it is undoubt­ 
edly false, and as all the facts are of 
record, we have a right to demand that it 
pat Mr. Edgerton right with its readers, 
by stating the truth aa here presented.

An attem pt was made the other day to 
restore life in a hanged man by means of 
electricity. 
It ia Baid that the doctors wl o 
made the experiment were led to conclude 
that if the man’s neck had not been broken 
they might have restored him to life. This 
is a great deal more than doubtful, but it 
is not doubtful that if a mac condemned 
to death were brought to life after execu­ 
tion he would atill be amenable to the 
death-penalty. 
For the death-sentence ia 
to the effect that the person npon whom it 
is passed shall be hanged by the neck 
until he u dead ; and it ia a perfectly safe 
assertion that no man who is capable of 
being restored to life can ever have been 
dead. 
In any such case there must have 
been only a suspension of the vital func­ 
tions, not a final cessation cf them. 
If, 
therefore, the doctors had succeeded in re­ 
storing the man in question, the gallows 
would still have claimed him.

F alse H a ir.— Tee demand f*-r false 
hair has increased and li e supply diminish­ 
ed to such an extent that the coiffeurs cf 
London and Purij sre on the brick of 
despair, such d lficulties do they encounter 
in satisfying the requirements of their 
customers. 
“ Europeans,” says the Laii- 
eett “ will not sell their bair, or have no 
longer any hair to sell ; aud the trade has 
been compelled to travel further afield. 
Tne actual supply of false hair for the 
European markets is now for the most part 
imported, via Marseilles, from Asia Minor, 
India, China and Japan. 
Bnt the hair 
imported from these countries is almost in­ 
variably b'ack, and fads ut erly to harmon­ 
ize with the auburn and goldrn tints that 
so well befit a Northern complexion. 
It 
ha3 therefore beeu found necessary to boil 
the hair in diluted nitric acid to deprive 
it of its original color, and it can then be 
dyed to the tint most in vogue. 
This 
operation has, however, been attended 
with considerable danger to tho workmen 
engaged in this new handicraft. 
Severe 
coughs, bronchitis, and other accidents 
were the n atu n l results of the nitrous 
vapors cscipiog from the caldrons used fcr 
boiling the hair. 
This new danger ap­ 
pears to have been first discovered by Dr. 
Felix, of Bucharest, aud the Rou naman 
Council cf Hygiene has issued a circular to 
all members of the trade warning Ihem'ot 
the danger, and suggesting tho necessary 
precautions.” 


U tilizin g a G la c ie r.— The enormous 
glacier, Fon or Svartisen (GO 25' north, 
35’ 15'east), on the Ssnjen island, in Nor­ 
way, aud which is the northernmost of its 
kind in Europe, will shortly be made the 
object of a remarkable enterprise.

chants in Bergen have obtained the right 
of cutting biock-ice for export from its sur­ 
face.

The Reason for some False Professions 
Fitch and Doyle—An Dngloved Crit­ 
icism of Hen and Things.

After his nomination Morris M. Estee, 
Republican candidate for Governor, made 
a speech before tbe Convention, in which 
he charged that the railroad corporations 
of this State have been and are now 
powerful 
political 
factors; 
that their 
agents seek to control conventions, and 
often decide who shall and who shall not 
be the nominees, and that their influence 
reaches, when occasion requires, to the 
executive, legislative and judicial branches 
of government. 
This is merely the asser­ 
tion of a politician, yet it is not difficult 
to imagine a condition of things that 
would compel corporations to enter poli­ 
tics as a measure of self-defense. 
A rail­ 
road corporation is bd association of men 
and their capital for a business purpose. 
It has 
. 
. 


x e s p e c i a l p r i v i l e g e s 
Over the iudividual, and the law pre­ 
sumes it to have equal rights with him. If 
the iudividual goes into the Legislature 
and seeks the enactment of a law discrim­ 
inating against the corporation, the cor­ 
poration must defend itself. 
If there is no 
attack there will be no defense. 
Upon its 
equality before the law depends the exist­ 
ence of the corporation. 
YY’hen its exist­ 
ence ia threatened it must assume the de­ 
fensive or go into liquidation. 
A railroad 
company may become unpopular with the 
people through a combination of circum­ 
stances over which it has co control and for 
the existence of which it is in no way re­ 
sponsible. 
Blackmailing is so extensively 
practiced nowadays, that of wealthy cor­ 
porations there are few or Done that escape 
the attention of the scoundrel^ who make 
this species of robbery a profession. 
A bill 
is prepared that, if passed, will assail the 
rights of a railroad company, and it is en­ 
gineered into the Legislature. 
Its intent 
is known to bnt few persons, and those few 
are professional blackmailtrs, who expect 


TO BE BOUGHT OFF. 
If the company goes into the Legislature 
and successfully defends itself, the de­ 
feated blackmailers proclaim it to the 
world that the corporation’s influence is 
felt in the legislative branch of the govern­ 
ment, and the prejudice of the people is 
thus unjustly excited against the corpora­ 
tion. 
This would not follow if the public 
could be informed of the real character and 
purpose of the men defeated. 
There is a 
kind of political blackmailing that some­ 
times compels a corporation to assume the 
defensive. 
Upon unpopularity created by' 
the unsuccessful blackmailer the political 
demagogue attempts to ride into official posi­ 
tion, and to prevent tbe nomination of those 
who avow themselves its enemies and pledge 
themselves to create laws discriminating 
against it, the company has no alternative 
but to use an influence in the Conven­ 
tion. 
Its 
unwilling 
presence there 
is 
heralded 
throughout 
the 
length 
and 
breadth of the State as another attem pt 
on the part of corporations to defeat the 
will of the people. 
Again the company is 
placed in a ialse light before tbe public. 
Ih e company’s equality before the law 
may be denied by an enactment or a con. 
stitational clause which discriminates be­ 
tween it aud the individual in the taxation 
of its property. 
It appeal to the Courts 
for an enforcement of the principles of 
equit" - - ---«'aii teed to every citizen in 
* • -u-im d of the Federal Constitution, 
which says : 
“ Nor Bhall any State de­ 
prive any perron within its jurisdiction of 
the equal protection of the laws,” is ex­ 
plained to the people as an attem pt on the 
part of railroad corporations to corrupt the 
judiciary.

W ITHOUT EVIL INTENT 
On its part, and for the single purpose of 
maintaining its right to equality before the 
law, a railroad company or any corporation 
may be forced into the position indicated 
by the Lepublican nominee for Governor, 
and it would have been more to bis credit 
had he gone on and shown how it might be 
so placed without intentionally committing 
a single aggressive act toward the people. 
He might have read to the Convention the 
law guaranteeing to all citizens equal rights 
and equal privileges. 
He might have 
shown that it was because cf the threats of 
the blackmailer and the demagogue to im­ 
pose burdens on corporations not borne by 
individuals, that the influence is felt in the 
political Convention and the legislative 
cnamber. 
He might have pronounced the 
great truth that no railroad company will 
touch politics so long as the politician 
leaves its equality before the law un­ 
touched. 
He might have uttered the pro­ 
phetic warning that if a State so far disre­ 
gards tbe grand principle of equal rights 
embodied in the Federal Constitution as to 
discriminate agamst corporations and the 
property of corporations, thereby violating 
the law of equality to all, it may antici­ 
pate the coming of a time when, in obedi­ 
ence to the instinct of self-preservation, 
her corporations may be forced into poli­ 
tics, there to struggle for th at equality be­ 
fore the law that is denied them. 


f a l s e p r o f e s s io n s . 
If human hearts were transparent what 
a difference we should discover between 
men’s real motives and their outward pre­ 
tensions. YVe should find only self-interest 
where principle was proclaimed. 
Where, 
if woras mean anything, there flows a river 
of the milk of human kindness, there 
would be found a wallow of envy aud mal­ 
ice, deeper and blacker than the Slough of 
Despond, and in place of an inherent sense 
of justice and right, there would be un­ 
covered a feeliDg of disregard for the dues 
of others' so adamantinely flinty that a 
thousand years of christianizing influence 
would not soften it. 


A WINDOW IN t h e BREAST 
That showed all within, would leave many 
people with only the occupation of study, 
ing their own depravity. 
No one would 
believe or trust them. 
The miscarriage of 
a man’s scheme for appropriating the prop­ 
erty of another to his own use may make 
of him a shimng light in the army of moral 
lecturers. 
He is just as much of a thief at 
heart as when ho tried to steal, bnt until 
his real character becomes known, peo­ 
ple will give him credit for what he 
seems to be. 
Then again the fruit cf 
really good men’s labor is often blighted 
by the frost of untoward circumstances 
that comes in the shape of shadows of past 
incidents. 
Behold how the proneness of 
the world to read between tbe lines may 
dilute the teacuings of a high pressure 
reformer aud first-water patriot to the 
thinness of a parry platform.

The murdei-of Joseph Scote, a policeman, 
on Seventeen rh and I street*, on the eight if 
December 7, 1S78, is fresh in the minds ot 
toiscommun ty No trace of the murderers 
could be cbtainel. Set eral arrests were 
mad*, but for months the entire cccnrreme 
was shronde j in mystery. The best de'.ertive 
ability in the State was employed, and the 
officers of tb(i law left no etoue unturned in 
trying to find who the guilty parties were. The 
whole thing íaight havo fmerer remained a 
mystery had iot a convict io San y lentia in 
a moment ot rage accused one of his fellow- 
prisoners of the murder of Scott. To is led to 
an investigation, and it was ascertained that 
three of the i^ur men who were interested in 
* be murder ,f Scott were then in the State 
Prison, each Bntenced to a term of years. As 
the terms cf their sentences were drawing to 
a close, the -officers to whom the case bad 
been intrusted brought to this city a few 
weeks ago th# three prisoners referred to and 
lodged them in the city prisun. Tnelr 
names are William AnderaoD, James O’Brien 
alias Fiinn, ¡and Thomas Hamilton. They 
were luckei in separate cells and not 
allowed to ire and communicate with one 
another. Slice their arrival here the detect­ 
ives have wi*ked upon them corsrantly, en- 
ucatOInig to get a confetnioc, and yesterday 
their efforts were crowned with success. 
Yeeterctay James Hamilton made a long, 
complete and it is believed truthful statement 
of the whole affair to Charlea T. Jones 
and District Attorney Henry L. Buckley, 
in the presence of Winfield J. Davis, the 
official Court reporter. His statement is 
lergthy, full ci small detail*, and took him 
three hours to deliver it. The etatement in 
rt giid to the murder is substantially as fol­ 
lows : “ On the 7:h of December, 1878, 
William Ande, son, James O’BrieD, Ed- 
dia Edwards and 
myself 
stole 
a 
ride 
on 
the 
cars 
from 
Lincoln 
to Sacramento. We jumped til the cars 
uear Agricultural Park, and, attracted by 
tne light made by the burning Protestant 
Orphan Asylum, we started to go to it on 
Seventeentu street. As we were traveling 
together duriog the day we had made up our 
minds—all of us being broke—that we would 
* hang somebody up * iu the city as soon as 
we reached there, and get some money to buy 
food and whisky. When we reached Seven­ 
teenth and I streets we saw a man coming 
along with a lady, and we crossed the street, 
intending to rob him. The man shied off 
from u?, and, fearing that the woman would 
* Mju ai * bud give us away, we gave it up as a 
bad job. Shortly afterwards we saw officer 
Joe Scott, although we were not aware that 
he was an officer, coming up on the west side 
of Seveateenth street toward I. We had a 
short bturied conversa* mu and decided to 
‘hang him op.’ Elwards and Anderson 
wfcDt across the street to stop and rub him, 
au-i O'Brien and I remained on the opposite 
side re^dy to render assistance if it was re­ 
quired. 
They stopped iccott, ordered his 
hands up and demanded his money. Scott, 
by his acciona, manifested no inclination 
to obey the command and thrust his 
hand for his pistol. 
Edwards, think 
iDg Scott intended drawing a weapon 
•hot him. The shot, as you well know, was 
a fatal one. He threw his hand to ids breast, 
ran a few feet, retied moaning, and fell dead. 
The s?ght oí the desid. the rashne?-* of the act 
and the thoughts of detection alt excited a 
ftar withiu us that caused us, without t top­ 
ping to rob the dead man, to run away from 
the scene of the murder es fast as ourLgs 
would carry us. We passed through the 
southeastern portion of the ci;y, and within a 
few hours fro;u the time we had entered the 
ci -y by railroad on the north side of the city, 
we had left it ty the upp:r Stock­ 
ton road on the south side. ThfSdng that 
officers might get on our track, and that 
we might be arrested and brought back to 
the city, we hid ourselves during the daytime 
and travrhd entirely by nuht. We in a few 
days reached Stcckton, but went around the 
city iusiead of going through it. Having nc 
money, we committed thefts and burglaries 
every day, iu order to procure food. Near 
Santa Kosa we were arrested and convicted 
of v*riou3 burglariep, and *eat to the State 
Prison.” Last evening, about 9 o’clock, the 
hour at which Scott was murdered, 
the officers and attorneys took Hamil­ 
ton in a hack to Seventeenth and I street*, 
the scene of the murder. 
On his arrival 
at the tragic spot he | oi-ited out tho posi­ 
tions occupied by the murdered man and the 
murderer, and again r» psated portions of the 
confession mado at the prison. Tfius after 
four years btj the murderers brought back 
and made to confess. Uno of them, iu hopes 
of judicial clemency, makes a clean breast 
and tells how hia companions shot down in 
col l Mood one of our beet and most respected 
citizens. Eddie Edward*, the one who is 
said to have done the shooting, is not in Cali­ 
fornia, bat the officers say he is in a place 
whore ho can he got at any time. Report has 
it that he is imprisoned at Sing Sing, in New 
York.

W. W. SMITE’S STORM THEORIES. 
E ds. Record Ukion : A writer in the 
R ecord-U nion of this morning endeavors to 
account for the btorm of rain of last Friday 
(Sep'ember 15tfc) and the cold following some 
days afterwards, by an influence from the 
planets upon our atmosphere and weather. 
He says that on “ Monday, September lltb, 
Uranus was in conjunction with the sun, and 
there influences may continue for a number 
of days, as Uranus is very slow in its orbit.” 
It is true that Uranus was in conjunction 
with the sun on that day. But why does he 
refer to its conjunction with the sun as being 
the time when its influence upon the earth 
would be greater than at any other time ? 
U ranus has no influeace upon th6 e&rth or 
be atmotpheie, except by its attraction. 
L ranus at its conjunction with the sun is on 
tne further side of it—the furthest from the 
earth it ever gets. Consequently its attract­ 
ing influence upon the earih is then th* hast 
it ever is. This was the position of Uranus 
at the tiiriS of the storm of last week—Fri­ 
day.Again he says: " Thursday, September 
14th, was the day that the cold commenced ; 
acd that day Mercury, Mars and our moon 
were all in conjunction, thua throwing a 
double barrier between ua and the solar heat; 
yea a threefold obstruction.” He further 
saja: “ The earth’s moon pasted over the 
eun.” 
It is true that at some time during day or 
nuht the moon was in conjunction with Mer­ 
cury ; and at another time in the twenty-four 
hours it was iu conjunction with Mara. But 
ail three were not in conjunction at the same 
time—Mercnry and Mars would not be in 
conjunction with each other until seven days 
aftt r vard. 
As for the moon’s pasting over the sun 
(over its disk) on September 14th instant, it 
was more than 20 degrees away from i t ; 
away from a straight line between the earth 
and the bud. Mercury and Mars were at 
about the same distance as the moon from 
the range between the earth anti the bud, bo 
that neither one of theae three bodies, with 
their atmospheres (the moon has none), were 
in A'position to intercept or hinder the rays 
of light and beat coming directly from the 
eun to the earth at the time referred to. 
Other causes for the storm and cold must 
be assigned. The writer seems to think that 
if the moon and planets are in exjunction 
with each other they are also in conjunction 
with the sun. This is not the cate. They 
may be in conjunction 180 d?gr**s p.wav from 
the but'.

THE &ÜSDAY LAW AND THE REPUB­ 
LICAN PARTY. 
Eds. K kcobd-U nion : Over twenty-five 
reare Ego a law for tho enfi-roenient of Sun­ 
day observance was enacted. The text of its 
provisions are already too familiar to require 
repetition. Among them, however, is one 
which closes drinking eatoons on Sunday- 
This provision has been cpetly and notori­ 
ously violated, and is being violated ou each 
Sunday with perfect impunity. Within a re­ 
cent period the temperance people at­ 
tempted to enforce i: by prosecutions 
brought against its violators. They failed 
utterly. The law remains on the statute 
books and the saloooB remain open. While 
the platforms of political parties on the Sun­ 
day law question are being discussed, let it 
not ha forgotten that tbe law against open 
saloons ou Sunday exists and the saloons re­ 
main open. Let ic also ba remembered that 
in over 1.0C0 cases of prosecution brought 
under tbe law in San Francisco and Sacra­ 
mento, uot a singla conviction has bean ob­ 
tained. 
Toe attempt to enforce this old and almost 
forgotten law created a temporary flurry of 
excitement. The saloons were the only vio- 
lntota <if the law. If the saloons hod been 
exempted from its operation it would rever 
have been heard of. The saloons favor 
a Sunday law which will close the workshop, 
store and counting room. A holiday of any 
kind is tbe harvest-day of the seloons. Di­ 
vested of all Cant and shifty political pretense 
and the baie question before tha people is, 
“ Shall the Sunday law close the saloons ? ’* 
During the eccitement growing out of the 
attempted enforcement of the law closing the 
saloons, the Democratic State Convention 
met at San Jose. Its platform was made by 
one Dave Terry, of Stockton. This Terry 
was once on the Supreme Bench of California, 
and iu the decision ef a case involving the 
constitutionality 
of 
this 
law 
held 
the 
law 
to 
he 
unconstitutional. 
Terry believed in the political potency 
of s-toon influence. The “ League of Free­ 
dom ” had both money and vote?. The or­ 
ganization iu San Francifcj was lucked by 
3,699 saloons, iu Sacramento by 269 saloons 
and in Stockton by 200 saloons—in all these 
cases iccluJina comer groceries where liquors 
ate fold at retail, Terry and the Convention 
believed that a promise to repeal the law 
closing saLoas ou Sunday would give tho 
Democracy the full influsuce of the saloons 
and the votes of the German p pulation. The 
Democratic platform did not aay openly : 
“ It s-lved, That the Democracy wiil exempt 
the saloons from the operation of the Sunday 
law,” but this was distinctly just what 
was meant and nothing more. 
In fact 
no other element ef the Sunday law was io 
issue. The platform was made for political 
effect, and the only element to be attracted 
was tne “ liquor traffic.” Hence it is beyond 
cavil or question that the “ sumptuary " plank 
iu the Democratic platform was addressed to 
the saloon interest, and was the assurance of 
the Democracy that under its administration 
the saloons should not be annoyed by hostile 
legislation. This promise was couched in 
soft phraso and evasive terms ; “ ail sumptu­ 
ary laws” were to be repealed if the Demo­ 
crats carried the State. This did not mean 
that Suuday was to change its character as a 
n n judicial day, or a legal holiday, or as a 
day of rest or recreation. It arose out of the 
attempt to enforce the law against the saloons, 
aud was an assurance to tte saloons that the 
Democracy espoused their cause in the 
contest 
The R publican leaders became alarmed. 
Tho Democrats had formulated an anti rail­ 
road platform, ar.U as an earnest of their 
sincerity had nominated Stoneman for Gov­ 
ernor. This Stoneman had a consistent anti­ 
railroad record ; he also had a personal char­ 
acter for honesty, probity and consistency 
that could not ba assailed. The resistance 
made by the railroad corporations of the 
State against paying their taxes for two years 
¡rad created a widespread resentment in the 
minds of the masses, and had produced a 
condition of popular feeling against the rail­ 
roads more widespread, deep-seated and real 
than ha? ever before existed. The Demo­ 
crats i.ad formulated their platform with 
reference to the two general sections of voters. 
The anti-railroad planks were addressed to 
the country, and Stoneman was placed 
upon them as a guarantee of sinceri­ 
ty. The saloon, or “ sumptuary,” plank 
was addressed to the cities. 
There 
considerations were tho s-.urce of Republican 
alarm. Iu truth, the Republican party was 
beaten unless it could attract to its standard 
the entire religious and temperance vote of 
the State. This was the condition of affairs 
in which the Convention of the 30th of Au­ 
gust was held. The most profane Republi­ 
can leader wore au air of subdued piety when 
the “ sacred observance ” of the “ holy Sab­ 
bath ” was mentioned. The temperance peo­ 
ple were represented by committees, but the 
men composing them had neither the sense 
to see their advantage, nor the courage 
to improve it. 
The success of the 
party depended solely upon its position— 
upon its attitude toward the Sunday law, 
and the only issue under that head relates to 
tuo sale of liquors on Sunday. The Chief of 
the Order of Good Templars appeared in the 
lobby of the Convention, but the League of 
Freedom was represented on the floor and on 
the Committee on Platform and Resolutions, 
The temperance people from the lobby asked 
that the Convention promise legislation to 
e ve force and effect to Section 11, Article 
XL, (f the Constitution, which reads as iol- 
lows : 
“ Any county, city, town or township may 
make and enforce within its limits all such 
local police and sanitary and other regula­ 
tions ao aie notin conflict with general laws.” 
The Committee on Platform suppressed all 
resolutions relating to the subject, and in­ 
stead reported back a plank evading ail of 
the Sunday law issue having any living force 
or actual vitality. 
The Democrats had 
promised the saloons immunity from all legis­ 
lation closing them on Sunday, and the Re­ 
publican party did not dare to commit itself 
to the position that the saloons should be 
closed on that day. A resolution declaring 
I hat the Republican party will maintain by 
appropriate legislation that part of the ex­ 
isting Sunday law which closes the saloons on 
Sunday, could not have passedthe Convention. 
The resolution pretends to believe that 
Sunday as a non-judicial day, as a 
legal holiday and as a day of res!, had been 
attacked. 
This was not true, and the 
framers of the resolution knew it. The 
only issue related to the saloons. They alone 
had resisted the enforcement of the law ; 
they aione had organized the seditious law- 
'detying body known as the League of Fiee- 
dom But ths Republicans believed that the 
religious aud temperance elements would be 
eosily satisfied, and the saloon vote secured 
at the same time. Hence they declared in 
favor of the “ existing law ’—the one under 
which the saloons now remain open on Sun­ 
day—or a "similar law,” or laws under 
which the saloons would still remain open. 
The real definition of all these facts is, that 
the Democrats bid for the support of the 
liquor traffic by their “ sumptuary ” resolu­ 
tion, and the Republicans had not the com* 
age to make an open issue on the question. 
What the latter did do was to formulate a 
platform which, in the judgment of the party 
leaders, would produce the maximum of sup­ 
port from the Sunday law santiment without 
offense to the liquor traffic. The whole scheme 
is as transparent as it is cowardly. The 
opponents of open saloons on Sunday have 
nothing to gain by the success of either party. 
The Democrats propose to repeal a law under 
which the saloons have kept open for twenty- 
five years, and the Republicans promise to 
retain this iaw. In either case the Baloons 
keep open. The Democrats ma 'e an open 
¡-sue, and therefore have a well defined posi­ 
tion. The Republicans evaded the issue, and 
therefore have no position on the question.

[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
San Francisco. September 18l.h.—At the 
afternoon session 11 tbe annual Viticultura! 
Convention Chairman HariEZthy appointed a 
general committee on proceeuings of the Con­ 
vention, consisting of one member from each 
viticultural district of the State, as consti 
tuted by law. Professor F. Puhrdoff read a 
loug and iuteresting paper on the grape pro­ 
duct of other countries and the varieties 
of wines, climatic conditions and soils neces­ 
sary to produce tk-m. J.hn Drisal, of So­ 
noma, next addteased the Convention on the 
subject of white wiues. He was followed by 
W. B. West, of Stockton, who spoke of raisin 
grapes. \ ine culture was also discussed at 
sn-ue length by J. H. Drummond, of Glen 
Ellen. 
At the evening session Professor Pohrdotf 
delivered a lecture on sherry, port and light 
wines. At to-morrow'morning’s eeesion the 
subject for discussion will be the varieties of 
vines grown in California, their adaptation to 
soil, cliuiate and certain product, illustrated 
by samples of raiaius, wiues, brandies, fruit, 
cane and foliage. 
Tbe Sluulclpal Convention «tursllon. 
San F rancisco, September I8‘h.—The 
Republican County Committee held an ex­ 
ecutive session to-night, when sixty delegates 
were designated.

The 
result is that the small buyers are forced to purchase of the 
local jibbers, or leave their orders wifh manufacturers to 
be made up, and in such ca?es the time of delivery is de* 
ciiedly uncertain. Only fix wetks will elapse before the 
large jobbers of the country will be again in the market 
for spring goods, and íd less than four weeks the manufact­ 
urer*. will be engaged on sample?, and salesmen will go out.

1, just issued by tho Treasury Department, show* that we 
sent abroad during tha previous twelve month?, 33,777,711 
pounds of sole and upper leather, of the value of $7,059,906, 
against 28,690.648 pounds for the fiscal year cf 1S80-8L 
This shows an increase this year of 5.000,000 pounds.

States. It was in the Eummer of 1869 that 
President Grant put him into hi# Cabinet as 
Secretary of the N&vy, on the rcc mmend*- 
tion cf Mr. Bone, who preceded him in that 
appointment.

was living w ith him, in his search Sunday 
morning, passed w ithin a few feet of the 
body, but it was so badly burned and 
chaired th at he did not notice it, and the 
parties who found it perhaps would not 
have done so but for seeing his lunch pail. 
Several letters to deceased were found from 
his m other and sister, who live in Oakland, 
and also from a brother who lives at 
Sm ith’s Flat, near I’lacerville, 
M orrow 
was a native of Georgia, aged about 25 
years, and form erly worked in Indian val­ 
ley.

The follow ing is a copy of an address 
ju st issued by the California Prohibition 
Reform party to th e people of Ih e State.

An A ddress to tfce People by the Califor­ 
nia Prohibition Reform P arty : 
The de6ant resistance to law by the 
liquor dealers of thia State, th eir attem pted 
aggreaaiona for the destruction of our moat 
sacred law s and highest interests, together 
w ith the subserviency of the Democratic 
and Republican parties to thoes law -break­ 
ing and law-defying liquorites, have forced 
upon us sn issue of the greatest im portance 
to the State, which should, yea, which 
m ust be m et w ith determ ined courage aud 
intense devotion to the best and highest 
interests of the people. 
This great issue now forced upon us 
tracecends in im portance every other before 
the people. 
I t is really the tem perance question in 
which the Sunday law accidentally and 
incidentally appears. 
The people as a whole are earnestly and 
em phatically in favor of the Sabbath rest- 
day. 
•It is the liquor dealers who w ant, and 
for them selvis alone, the repeal of the 
Sunday law, th a t they may have uulim ittd 
opportunity and uncontrolled power to sell 
liquor and destroy th e people. 
Even the liquor dealers desire the Sun­ 
day law enforced for all but themselves, 
th a t all others may have this special daj 
to worship at their shrine and fill their 
coffers. 
Hence the great question forced upon us 
by the saloonists is uot principally the Sun­ 
day law but the teinperauce question, and 
this we are now determ ined fully aud en­ 
ergetically to meet. 
The Dem ocratic party, at the dictation 
of an organized league of conspirators, has 
declared in favor of th e repeal of the su m f- 
tuary laws, which refers, as their discussion 
shows, to the Sunday law. 
The Republican party has a so-called 
Sunday law plank couched in the exact 
words, “ rest and recreation,” used by 
John \V. Schaeffer, of the so-called League 
of Freedom. 
Tem perance and C hristian people can 
never suppose th a t a plank couched in 
words from such a source can by any pos­ 
sibility suit the respectable, order-lovitg 
ami Sabbath-observing people of our State. 
The Republican plank proposes recrea­ 
tion. 
T h at means and implies low thea­ 
ters, picnics, processions, brass bands, beer 
gardens, etc., w ith th e accompaniments of 
unlim ited lager and whisky. 
It is absolutely impossible for any C hris­ 
tian or tem perance man to consistently vote 
a ticket which dedicates our Sabbath rest- 
day to recreation and the saloon. 
Before the Republican C om m ittee Judge 
T yler introduced and urged a resolution, 
which, am ongst other things, prohibited 
“ noisy and barbarous am usem ents on the 
S abbath,” but it was rejected. 
M r. W illiam s, of Los Aügeles, offered a 
resolution to the Convention, “ th a t the 
Republican party ia opposed to the repeal 
of th e Sunday law, aud in favor of the en­ 
actm ent of such laws as will secure its en­ 
forcem ent.” 
The Convention im m ediately rejected 
this, thus show ing beyond all question th at 
they did not desire th e enforcem ent of a 
Sunday law, or a law which would prohibit 
“ noisy and barbarous am usem ents.” 
The so-called R epublican Sunday-law 
plank is, and evidently was intended to be, 
a snare and delusion. 
W hilst the Dem ocrats only ask for the 
repeal of sum ptuary laws, the Republican 
party* votes Sunday a day* of recreation. 
They did not vote for the enforcem ent of 
Sunday law, nor even to “ prohibit noisy 
and barbarous am usem ents on the Sab­ 
bath.” 
They th u s propose to desecrate 
the Sabbath in any m anner th a t the w hitky 
lovers and w hisky sellers desire. 
To vote such a degradation aud prostitu­ 
tion of our sacred rest day would be a 
crime against ourselves, onr principles and 
the general good m orals of the com m unity. 
I i is in these circum stances th a t we are 
compelled to take the course we now do, 
to give the voters of this S tate an oppor­ 
tu n ity to preserve this rest-day, and ex­ 
press them selves by vote in regard to the 
discontinuance of the 
licensed 
liquor 
traffic. 
I t is in these circum stances also th a t we 
propose giving the voters of our S tate an 
opportunity to vote for upright, honest, 
moral, clean men, who are unpolluted by 
aa appetite for intoxicating drinks ; men 
who are pledged to work for the best and 
highest interests of this State and people. 
W e should also say th at the Prohibition 
Convention, to assemble in San Francisco 
on Septem ber 28th, will doubtless m eet all 
necessary requirem ents for any other issues 
th at need attention in th e interests of the 
people.
